Seventy-one years old, the- fa- 
mous prima donna for several days 
had .fought a losing battle with a 
skin malady picked up in Eypt 
and aggravated by a long j4urney 
hpine from Europe before Christ- 
inas, arid the extreme heat of the 
Australian summer. 
She died to- 
day in a Sydney hospital. 
Friends believed she 
hastened 
her own end with insistence upon 
spending Christmas in her native 
Australia, disregarding-,the advice 
of her physicians in Europe under 
whose treatment she was grow- 
ing better. 
She became ill again 
aboard ship and had to enter a 
hospital at Sydney before proceed- 
ing to Melbourne. 
She was happy, 
however, 
In 
'/sending•' her last hours in this 
..VjMy, near where she was born, 
'Jnd from which she took her 
stage 
name, 
Melba. 
Her 
real 
name was Nellie Porter Mitchell, 
changed by her marriage in 1882 
to Armstrong. 
Her father was 
David Mitchell, a contractor of 
Scottish blood, at Burnley, not 
far from here. 
Known to all the world was*the 
successor to Pattt and Jenny Lind, 
Melba sang last in America at 
the New York Metrolopitan in 
Faust in 1917-18, and after that 
was seldom heard in public. She 
was said to have retained the 
purity, sweetness and flexibility of

Then_,the hood was 
anjusted and the electric contact 
was made while the prison chap- 
lain still was offering up a prayer 
for the condemned. 


Neither of the slayers spoke, 
nor was any word spoken to them. 
The woman who once wielded a 
gun with her gunman lover in 
merciless bloodshed, was as un- 
flinching at her doom as ever she 
had been during her days of ban- 
ditry and subsequent flight and 
fight for life.

I start- 
ed to talk to them and one grab- 
bed a pistol and began shooting.

TYLER, Feb. 23.—(IP)—Until four 


months ago Claude D. Ashby was 
farming 170 acres of Eaet Texas 
land, getting up as early as 1 
o'clock in the morning and hang- 
ing three lanterns on his cultivat- 
or so he could see to weed out 
ils corn and cotton. 
Today Ashby has nine producing 


wells in the Joinerville, East Texas 
oil field, and 20 other wells are 
being sunk on the acreage he once 
sought to coax into cotton and 
corn yields. 
He is the largest 


single recipient of royalty checks 
from the field. 
When Ashby came into his riches 


(only he does not think he is 
rich), he was put in a position of 
realizing a life-time ambition. Al- 
ways, for some inexplicable reason, 
he had wanted to be the pro- 
prietor of a restaurant. 


Soon after he had realized his 


first cash from the oil rush he 
came to Tyler and purchased a 
cafe. 
There was a Japanese who 
had been operating an eating place 
and it became noised around he 
wanted to sell and go back to his 
native 
country. 
Ashby 
bought. 


He spent $1,000 in electric signs 
for the front of his eating em- 
porium. He employed one of those 
rather obsolete "break-down'1 or- 
chestras that entertain diners with 
such pieces as "Turkey in Straw," 
"Bucket of Mud," etc. etc. 
Ashby became an easy purchas- 


er for salesman who had eletrical 
appliances to exploit. 
He equip- 


ped his place with about every 
electrical convenience on the mar- 
ket, including dish dryers, potato 
slivers, egg poachers, toasters and 
a dozen other contrivances in that 
category. 
This is a fact that will create 
wonderment on the part of those 
who have not seen the East Texas 
oil rush and production, but Ashby, 
assisted by one who knows fig- 
ures, has computed that his share 
of royaltie in the field, placing oil 
at the rather modest quotation of 
35c per barrel, will net him $11.17 
per minute, flush running capac- 
ity taken into consideration. 


Ashby was born on a 275-acre 


Smith county farm 45 years ago. 
He suffered many hardships as his 
family of five children came on, 
trying to make ends meet. Finally 
he sold off 105 acres in his strug- 
gle to get out of debt. On the re- 
maining 170 acres he worked early 
and late in an effort to liquidate 
the mortgage that remained after 
more than half had been turned 
into cash.

After an informal conference 
Sunday afternoon 
,with 
T. 
C. 


Green, city chemist 
of Austin, 
Texas, members of the Corsicana 
city 'commission agreed to fecom- 
mend to Water Commissioner W. 
C. Stroube that improvementa be 
started at the city water pump- 
ing plant at Lake Halbert that 
will result in much softer water 
for the citizens. 


Mr. Green visited the Corslcana 
water supply and plant Sunday 
Doming;:-and recommended to tho 
commissioners in the 
afternoon 
that the present plant be utilized 
with some changes, additions and 
remodeling. 


The suggested changes include 
second' settling basin, install- 
ation of a dry-feed chemical ma- 
chine ' and tho re-arrangement of 
the storerooms was also rncom- 
mended so that a closer' check 
on the water might b<> obtained. 
It was pointed; out that. with 
the ,softening process, using the 
soda-ash 
method, 
tho 
settling 


basins would need cleaning 'more 
freguently, and sinco It -was neces- 
sary at this time to shut down 
the plant to clean a basin, a 
second basin was needed. 
Mr. 
Green recommends however, that 
tho softening of tho water be 
started immediately and the basin 
added as soon as possible. 


It was estimated that the new 
settling basin and 
other 
new 


equipment would 
cost 
approxi- 
mately $10,000, and softer water 
would entail a slightly higher cost 
of operation, which would more 
than bo prepaid to the citizens of 
Corsicana In decreased soap bills, 
and repairs to water heaters, and 
furnaces. 


The Austin visitor pointed out 
that the present plant had been 
built for mechanical.illhation and 
was .not 
conveniently arranged 


for softening processes, but that 
it could be easily adapted to the 
new plans. He also recommended 
the second settling • basm, even 
though it was decided not 
to 


soften the city water. 


After a thorough discussion, the 
commissioners unanimously agreed 
to recommend {he im|irove:ner.l 
program to1 Commissioner Stroube 
who was ill, at his hornr. and un- 
able to'attend the, session.

a waitress. 
Dague 
whoso widow and two children re- 
side at Benwood, W. Va., once was 
an insurance salesman and Sunday 


. school teacher. 
Together they took part in a se- 
ries of holdups and robberies which 
culminated in the slaying of Paul 
After the shooting, they fled to 
Arizona where they were captur- 
ed after a second c\m fight with 
officers.Receives Death Penalty. 
Brought back to Pennsylvania, 
they were convicted in the 
Law- 
rence county criminal court 
al 
New Castle in March, 1930, and 
shortly thereafter were sentenced 
to be executed. 
Appeals 
were 
taken to high courts and all were 
denied. 
Petitions 
for clemency 
to the state pardon board also 
failed, and the governor was pow- 
erless to grant other than a stay 
without a recommendation from 
the pardon board. 
Mrs. Schroeder, as well as Da- 
gue. displayed an indifference to 
their fates, this attitude marking 
their long imprisonment at New 
Castle and the two days they were 
In the death house here. 
Both ate heartily on their last 
day on earth, and among

Schroeder's requests was that she 
be provided with "funny" papers 
A lurid page in the crime his- 
tory of the nation was written by 
Irene Schroeder and Walter Glenn 
Dague. 
Irene was 20, and mother of a 
four-year-old 
boy, when she be- 
:came gunwoman and killer. Her 
hsuband had ceased to live with 
her. 
Dague had been a Sunday 
school teacher, a Wheeling auto- 
mobile salesman, husband of a 
eohool teacher, and father of two 
shildren. 
The woman, stolid and unro- 
inantic in appearance, and Dague 
pale-eyed and dapper, were bound 
together in an illicit love and 
a 
short career of banditry. 
Engage In Banditry. 
Petty robberies and bold hold- 


ups perpetrated by the pair were 
climaxed by the killing of Corpor- 
al Brady Paul, of the Pennsylvan- 
ia highway patrol, near New Cas- 
tle. Pa., Dec. 27, 1929. Patrolman 
Ernest Moore was wounded a1 
the same time. Later as they fled 
west, the killers fought a police- 
man at St. Louis, Mo., and kid- 
napped and wounded one deputy 
sheriff and fatally wounded an- 
other in Arizona. 


On the morning of Dec. 27, 1929 
Mrs. Schroeder, Dague and 
Tom 


•Crawford, the woman's 
brother 
had robbed a grocery store at 
Butler, Pa. 
A report of the rob- 
bery was sent to New Castle 
Corporal Paul and Moore sped 
out along the New Castle-Butlei 
roa'd and stopped all approaching 
automobiles. 
Dague and the woman stepped 


ifrom the automobile with drawn 
weapons. 
There was gun fire 
Moore testified at the woman's 
trial that she fired at Paul. The 
woman admitted ehe actively en- 
gaged in the shooting. Paul and 
Moore fell, the latter rendered un- 
conscious by a bullet. The ban- 
dits then sped on.

Moore recov- 
ered to tell his story at the trials 
of Mrs. Schroeder and Dague.

He said that he had the 
call from God to consecrate" my 
life to his service, at a time when 
the minister was in the pulpit at 
his church in Dallas, W. Va. 


Dague recalled that the minis- 


ter had asked if there was a 
.young man here who will conse- 
crate himself to God. 
"God is calling, and he does not 
answer," Dague , quoted Mr. Tea- 
garden as saying. "That man will 
sink to the depths of hell." 
."He could not have known that 


I was that young man," Dague 
wrote. 


"Last Friday our attorney, Ben- 


jamin Jarrett came to us and told 
us it was possible we could get 
a respite of 30 days in which time 
he could get our guns for us and 
prove by them that neither of us 
had fired the bullet which was 
fatal to Brady Paul," the letter 
said. 


"We knew that if these guns 


•were presented 
as evidence, we 


would get a commutation of sen- 
tence.

and we both know) that the blood 
of the Savior has cleansed us of 
all sins. We are ready to leave

By the time Melba was 27 years

Her stage debut was made in 
Brussels just a year later, when 
she appeared as Gilda in "Gigo- 
.etto," which became one of her 
favorite parts in later years.
